“Ttaly’s Inferiority Complex 


By G. A. MARTELLI 


it Is seven years since Signor Mus 
solini made himself dictator, seven 
years during which he has ruled with 
as absolute a power as almost any 
man in history. And the questions 
continue to be asked: How does he do 
it? How tong will it last?) Why do 
the Itallans stand it? 

 Gndiess energy has been spent, 
and still Is being spent, eulogizing 
or reviling & man. But scarcely 
any effort has been made simply to 
understand 4 state of affairs. The 
time, therefore, seems to have come 
to seek some explanation of Mus- 
solini’s power which is founded on 
the desire-for truth and not on politi- 
cal or temperamental bias. And the 
only approach to truth fs througr ex- 
‘amining the psychology—not of her 
ruler—but of the Italian nation Itself. 
The psychology of a nation, like the

They slip: into their car with the 
proceeds of the robbery and start 
away. Now let us presume that the 
Flying Squad method is to be used in 
catching them. Much, of course,‘ de- 
pends on where the nearest cha 
car in’ the neighborhood is stationed. 
But in’ any case a delay of probably 
ten minuses must occur before com- 
munication can be established be- 
tween headquarters and the Flying 
Squad car. 

Ten minutes’ start in London is a 
big start. I should not like to give a 
driver of a small 10-h.p. car a ten- 
minute start in a race from Westmin- 
ster to Putney Bridge, even if I was 
driving a 40-h.p. sports car capable of 
a really high speed. 

The motor bandit has also this ad- 
vantage. He can dodge from street 
to street and leave his pursuers utter- 
ly confused. 

Fast cars are admittedly useful and 
the police authorities are wise in pro- 
curing the fastest available. Consid- 
eration should also be given to the 
question of acceleration, a vital mat- 
ter in any chase in congested cities. 


* Road Barriers 


But it is obvious, in view of recent 
experientes, that fast cars are not 
alone sufficient. A great deal has 
been said and written about road bar- 
riers. What has probably been over- 
looked is tha fact that in. Central Lon- 
don, at least, we have the most effec- 
tive road barriers possible. I refer to 
our traffic. It only needs the police 
man at any important crossing to 
hold up his hand to secure in a few 
seconds the most effective barrier 
possible—a traffic block. 

No doubt there is some means of 
communication available between the 
various police -headquarters and sub- 
stations for communicating with the 
traffic control police. But these could 
not be @s rapid as telephonic com- 
munication woula be.

Aw soon as the policeman at the con-

In this way car bandits in London 
and other large cities could be effec- 
tively hedged in. Meanwhile the chas- 
ing cars coud play their part in scour- 
ing side-streets and by-ways into 
which the thieves might be driven. 

if these cars could also be in wire- 
less communication with the traffic 
police, so :nuch the better. They 
could, it they spotted the wanted car, 
wireless at once to the traffic police 
at the exits for which the hunted 
criminals were making. 

This system could not be employed 
in the early hours of the morning be 
cause there would not necessarily be 
sufficient traffic on the road to form a 
traffic barrier against the thieves. 

It would not apply, either, in_the 
case of motor bandits who rob coun- 
try houses and escape from the scene 
4n stolen motorcars. 

A similar system with, however, the 
employment of real barriers could be 
operated. Me 

in my view the time has. arrived 
when police controls at ¥arious points 
on our roads have become ‘necessary. 
And at these controls thé police 
should have a means of effectively 
stopping cars whose drivers have a 
particular desire not to be stopped. 

Mapped Areas 

Here again, areas would have to be 
carefully mapped out so as to create 
as little as possible delay to traffic 
generally. But the controls would al- 
so have to be so arranged ‘nat escap- 
ing motor bandits would be confined 
to a small area. The barriers could 
be constructed on similar lines to 
those used at some level crossings— 
that is, they could be raised or lower- 
ed as required. j 

So as to cause as ‘little delay as pos- 
sible, the control police could let in- 
'nocent traffic filter through. As with 
the controls in London, the police in 
charge would be in telephonic com, 
munication with police headquarters 
in London, and, of course, all country 
stations. 

Chaser cars would try elther to 
eatch the thieves or, failing that, to 
drive into the police controls. I 
country towns local authorities which 
could not afford the expense of fast 
chaser cars might use fast motor- 
eycles for the purpose.

ped, Unless by a curious bit of luck ra 
ue the escaping bandits happened to be, families, 63 genera and 514 species. 


He estimates that about 500,000 
sharks are migrating daily in the lit- 
toral field in the Mozambique Channel, 
Contrary to the general belief sharks 
are to be found in temperate arctic, 
land antarctic as well as-~in tropical 
and subtropical waters. The knowl- 
edge of their migration is of great 
importance to Dr. Ehrenreich in his 
work. 

The Istar is equipped with small 
boats, each fitted with a full Diesel 
engine for use when working in the 
littoral field or with drifters when 
working in the pelagic field or deep 
sea. Each of these small boats is pro- 
vided with nets made of linen thread, 
steel nets being of little use, as owing 
to their. rigidness the shark bites 
through them. 

The commercial return from a shark 
is the astounding factor connected 
with this floating industry. The fins 
have an unlimited demand in the Far 
East and are considered a great deli- 
cacy. Many kinds of leather are made 
from the skin the finest of which is 
used for the manufacture of ladies’ 
shoes 

Other commodities produced include 
liquid for the manufacture of basic 
dyestu fs, glove and wash leather, fish 
meal, animal fodder, tanning, fertil- 
izer and glue, while the dried and 
smoked meat is very much sought 
after in the Dutch East Indies, the 
Far East and Ceritral Africa. All the 
species of shark are eaten in the 
civilized world.

One of the best re- 
commended by Mr. Dunn is composed 
of oil of Citronella 3 ounces; spirits 
of Camphor, and oll of tar, 1 ounce 
each; olf of pennyroyal, % ounce; and 
castor oll, 4 to 6 ounces. A simpl 
mixture is made of oll of: citronella 
and castor off each 2 ounces and oll 
of pennyroyal, one-eighth of an ounce. 
The purpose of the castor oll {fs to 
prevent injury to the skin by the 
other ingredients. Tallow may be used 
instead but the mixture made with it 
ia in the form of grease or salve

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The British have given free rein 
to thei: play-inutinct, but, while con~ 
fining it by reales, they have not 
thwarted its natural development, 
Here and there, under Puritan influ« 
ence, play has been forcibly repressed, 
but such repression was temporary 
and had little effect on developments 
in other directions. It is this natural’ 
svolution of the play-spirit which has 
given English cha.acter its most in- 
teresting features and from the politi- 
cal, cultural and broadly human point’ 
of view, its most important aspect, . « 

The play-attitude is essentially , 
naive. English games are not “made,” . 
Lor are they necesssrily organized; 
they are entirely natural. In what- 
ever sphere, sport, drama or music, 
they have arisen as naive expressions 
of natural instinc.. “Tho naive is 
childishness occurring where leart 
expected.” In writing this, Schiller 
had no thought of England, but if he 
had been describing English char- 
acter he could not have been more to 
the poict. The Eng.ish language has 
no word to define the most character- 
irtie. We have to borrow it from the 
French naivette. And it was in look- 
ing for something little in keeping 
with their own character that they 
discovered it. But with the English, 
naivete is a permanent quality. Play 
gives them the means of retainiag 
happy childhood right into old age. 
It is nowadays evarywhere the fa- 
shion, and a very pleasant one, to ap- 
pear, and inwardly to be, younger than 
the calendar permite or our grand. 
fathers could have expected. In Eng- 
land this fashion is no discovery. .. . 
Reaction against leaden Puritanism 
has been mainly instrumental in stim- 
ulating the Helleuistic spirit, the cult 
of physical beauty, tae play-attitude 
of the ancients, which ranged from 
| the theatre to the arena. Human na- 
ture carves out its path urged on by 
a desire for free rhythm and new har- 
monies ... such harmony is only ob- 
tainable when one can remain naive, 
and make sport merely a link between 
the physical and the intellectual; 
when one can keep in the background 
not only artificial organization and ita 
excesses, but athletic exaggeration; 
in short, when the play-attitude 
achieves more than a brilliant kick or 
an absurd record. To have achieved 
such harmony, in their own way end 
not without tome trembling cf ve 
balance, is the merit of the English 
people. In the past Puritanism, often 
unconsciously and unintentionally, has 
been the most dangerous enemy to the 
development of childlike naivete in the 
British character. In our own time the 
greatest danger and rival has been 
the commercialization of sport. 

In the field of sport England has 
returned to both natural and national 
paths, but the nation is beginning to 
get back, in the same natural manner, 
to all other kinds of play as well. 
Thus a wide vista is opened up, for 
the motive force behind this childlike 
simplicity is, like everything funda- 
mentally natural, potential artistic 
power and a mainspring of national 
culture. England’s most valuable in- 
tellectual and artistic achievements, 
have always bees based on a popular. 
foundation, and the same can almost 
be said of English art.....

Control of the Fly Pest 


When we study the Ijfe cycle and 
habits of files, we know. beyond all 
doubt that to be effective, the work 
we do to destroy them must be alm- 
ed at the distribution point, viz. the 
breeding grounds. There are sev- 
eral methods of attack: 


Use of Larvicides 


(a) Chioride of Lime applied In lay- 
ere of about 4% inch thick on the 
fresh exposed contents of outdoor 
privies every four or five days is an 
effective, cheap agent for destroying 
the jarvae of the blow fly which 
beeds chiefly in outdoor privies. 

(b) Crude Coal Tar Distillate 
proves qa most effective method tn 
the contro) of the house fly breeding 
in steble manure, garbage piles, etc. 
A sptisfactory strength fs a three or 
four per cent. solution; this ts 
sprinkled on the edges of the piles 
wherever the larvae appear. ‘The 
action {s rapid and the results very 
marked. 

The blow fly (blue bottle and green 
blow fly) breed also in garbage, de- 
caying vegetable matter and pig 
manure.. Sprinkle crude coal tar dis- 
tillate (four per cent. solution) over 
the Infested areas. 

Crude coal tar distillate 
secured from your druggist. 


Supplementary Methods 


(a) Trap—the sonsshaped type is 
best; It 1s so built that the fly after 
tuing attracted by baft placed under:

DIPPING FOR THE TICK 


THIS ANNOYING PARASITE. 


How to Use the Dip—A Home-made 
Dip — Poultry Parasites — Treat: | 
ment for Bot Fly Larvae—Mineral 
Mixture. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
agricalture, Toronto.) 


Before the flock enter. winter 
quarters in the fall they should all 
receive a thorough dipping. A 
bright, warm day in October should 
be chosen and the dipping done in 


the morning so the wool will have 
time to dry before night. It is safe 
to say that fall dipping of the flock 
should never be neglected. Even in 
those flocks that are supposed ‘to be 
clean it will pay. In case any sheep 
are to be added to the flock they 
should alwaya be dipped before be- 
ing taken in with those that are 
already clean, so says the Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry, O. A. C. 
The Way to Use the Dip. 

There are several different brands 
of sheep dip on the market, any one 
of which will give eatisfactory results 
provided directions are carefully fol+ 
lowed, The water to be uced for dip- 
ping should be warmed and the mix- 
ture should be stirred frequently to 
prevent the heavier dip settling to the 
bottom. The sheep should remain in 
the dip for approximately two min- 
utes to allow the wool and skin to 
become thoroughly saturated. 

Unless the flo¢ék is a very large 
one it will not be neceagary to build 
an expensive dipping tank. A large 
trough or barrel might answer if 
nothing else is at hand. However, a 
very satisfactory tank may be built 
of ordinary tongued and grooved 
matched lumber. Ordinary lumber 
may be used and have the inaide 
Mned with galvanised iron. Strong 
galvanized iron alone properly con- 
structed by a tinemith will make a 
good vat, althdugh possib'y rather 
expensive. 

A Home-made Dip. 


Kerosene emulsion, a simple rem- 
edy easily prepared at home, is 
effective. 

Prepared as follows: 


2 pints of Coal O11 
1 pint of milk. 


Mix thoroughly in an old dash churn 
dilute to use by adding eight gal 
Jons of soft water to each gallon of 
concentrated emulsion. If milk is 
not available, then use laundry soap, 
as follows: One half-pound of laun- 
diry. soap in gallon of hot soft water, 
then add two gallons Coal Ot) (while 
hot), churn up well and then dilute 
to use by adding eight gallons of soft 
water to each gallon of concentrated 
emulsion, 

Dip the sheep after shearing and 
repeat in two weeks to get the pupae.

Denver, Colo.—in a setting formed 
Sigantic mountains, with towering 
peaks of 14,000-feet altitude guard- 
fog the distant sky line, lies “Tiny 
; - own.” | 
This little village, built on the 
> banks of Turkey Creek In the Rockies 
21 miles from Denver, is a midget 
elty ‘whose main business street is 
Mey , only a few feet long, and whose high- 
eet business structure is the height 
of a mediumsized man. 

_ George E. Turner, a business man 
of Denver, is the designer of “Tiny 
Town.” Originally he intended mere- 
ly to build a toy village, partly to 
amuse children and partly to adver- 
tise his business. Today, “Tiny 
Town” is in many respects a faith- 
ful reproduction of q mining town of 
the 70's, with {ts old-fashioned hotel, 
grocery store, “general emporium,” 
hall and rallroad station. 

Against the mountain sides are per- 
fect reproductions of the mine strue- 
tures of some of the famous gold 
mities of Leadville, Cripple Creek, 
Idaho* Springs and Black Hawk. A 
bridge spans a “river” near the little 
allroad station. An ore wagon, 
drawn by six cast-lron horses, stands 
on a mountain road, headed for one 
of the mills. 

There is now a complete residential 
ection to “Tiny Town,” all built to 
scale. Every bufiding and all of the 
streets are-electrically illuminated at 
night. so that: travelers in Turkey 
Creek can see the Iigtts twinkle. for 
a considerable distance. Inside a 
little “cathedyal,” with. twin spires. 
a loudspeaker has been Installed, and 
on Sundays the strains of a cholr 
may be heard to issue from ft. The

is cruising over the Mediterranean, 
Great Britain is building two enor- 
mous airships of the Zeppelin type— 
each of 5,000,000 cubic feet capacity 
—and the United States is building 
two more aircraft of the same type 
each of 6,500,000 feet capacity, al- 
most twice the size of the Graf Zep- 
puin. 

The new British ships will have ac- 
commodations for a hundred  pas- 
sengers, and will be both stronger 
and faster than the R-34., Instead of 
being shaped like a lead pencil, as 
the earlier ships were, they will be 
shortr and fattr—shaped more wear. 
ly like a cigar. 

These new American ships will be 
inflated: with helium, which is a son- 
inflammable, natural gas. Helium 
is superior from the point of view of 
safety to the hydrogen gas used by 
Great Britain and other nations, but 
it requires a somewhat greater volume 
to lift a given weight than does 
hydrogen gas. For that reason the 
American ships of 6,500,000 cubic feet 
capacity will have approximately the 
same, lift as the British §,000,000- 
cubf-feet- capacity ships. 

A feature pecullar to helium ships 
is a ballast devicé on the motors 
worked out by the United States 
Navy. A problem that has vexed 
dirigible pilots since the inception of 
this type of aircraft Is the fact that 
Zeppelins in flight grow continuously 
lighter with the consumption of gaso- 
line and oil by the motors." The 
Los Angeles, on its delivery flight to 
the United States in 1924, was 
twenty-two tons lighter when it land- 
ed at Lakehurst than whem it left 
Friedrichshafen. ~ ; 

In order to compensate, for some 
of this decreased weight, some of the 
lifting power had to be discharged 
during flight. However, this. pro- 
cedure would involve a serious diffi- 
culty’for the American ships, in view 
of the fact that helium gas is con- 
siderably more expensive and is a na- 
tural product that cannot be manu- 
factured on demand.

water-recovery device which receives 
the gasoline fumes (mixed with mois- 
ture from the atmosphere) and con- 
denses them,- using the resultant 
water as ballast.

Pour the scalding milk over 
the bread crumbs, add the butter, pi- 
mento, parsley, onion, grated cheese 
and seasonings. Then add the well- 
beaten eggs. Pour the macaroni into 
a thickly-buttered loaf pan and pour 
the milk and cheese mixture over it. 
Bake about 50 minutes, or until the 
loaf is firm, in a slow oven. Serve with 
mushroom sauce, 144 cups milk, % cup 
liquor drained from mushrooms, 1 
tablespoon butter, 4 tablespoons flour, 
% teaspoon salt, % teaspoon pepper, 
dash of paprika, % cuy chopped mush- 
rooms.

However these weeds are 
propagated by seeds as well, which as 
matter of fact is the way in which 
most weeds are introduced to land and 
spread rapidly over iscms, localities 
and countries, 

This being the case the greatest pro- 
gress in the eradication of weeds can 
be made by preventing weeds from 
producing seeds; and by preventing the 
introduction and distribution of Weed 
Seeds to the land in the seed sown, in 
the manure applied, er otherwise, The 
control of weeds on many farms is 
made more difficult as a result of these 
being allowed to produce seeds on road 
sides, in lanes, pastures, waste places; 
and along fences and ditches 

In many cases the true value of 
clean seed is underestimated, It is im 
possible to control and: eradicate weeds 
if the seed sown is contaminated with 
weed seeds; therefore clean seed is es- 
sential in any system of weed control, 
Many serious infestations of weeds are 
known to haye been started as a result 
of the weed seeds in the seed sown,

Although the Atlantic is the) 
home ocean of our race, and the ear- 
Hest efforts to create a British Over- 
seas Empire were made in {ts waters, 
strange to say, it is in the ‘Indian 
Ocean that our Empire has its vast- 
est aggregate of separate territories, 
and parts of the great Dominions, 
and our far-off Pacific Empire is not 
far bebind that in the Atiantic. 

- Our Atlantic Empire is a vast and! 
aplendid realm. = It occupies more 
of that ocean's shores than any other 
Power. We see there a wonderful 
family of free and prosperous British 


States, extending from the Aretic 


Ocean right down to the Antarctic.

of the world’s greatest whale fishery. 

Next, turning north-by-east, across 
the oceon on our: way to Africa, we 
sight Tristan. d’Acunha, the world's 
loneliest settlement. Africa is reach- 
ed in the Cape Province of the great 
Union of South Africa, a territory 
as large as Texas, or Germany and 
Italy together, with vast rescurces 
of many kinds, the splendid premier 
provinces of the great African Do- 
minion.

The crew and 
passengers, numbering fifty-two, were 
cast up In temporary setudity on this 
barren rock, but six of the crew were 
lost while attempting to raft their 
way across the rough water. to the 
largest island. 


Crossed in Makeshift Boat 
Later the ship's carpenter and the 


boatswain acc: rding to accounts, con-) th 


structed a makeshift boat and cross- 
ed in safety, where they were wel- 
comed by the islanders. The wreck 
and subsequent rescue are said to 
have produced tremendous interest 
at the time. 

The next wreck on record was that 
of the British brig Nassau, in 1825. 
It was cast ashore on the far side 
of the island and the survivors were 
brought to land after twelve days of 
unsuccessful attempts, owing to rough 
water. Ten years later the schooner 

| Emily was wrecked on a reef near the 
largest island, and again through the 
efforts of the isinders none of the 
crew was lost, but they escaped nar- 
rowly, bringing no prcvisions ashore 
and taxing severely the capacity of
